To many tha word Doncaster has even moro 
interest than the word Epsom, for if the Derhy brings forth the great 
animals of the year, the St, Leger settles their position in the ‘public 
estimation. We constantly hear of Derby flukes, but the word is dropped 
in reviewing the St. Leger. To assert that the tremendous ‘northern 
prize was won by a fluke would be to urge @ proposition which would 
bo esteemed a sufficiont guarantee for the sending of him who urged it 
to Colney Hatch on tho instant. The St. Leger is undoubtedly the race 
y y 
of the year. Interest which arises on the’ Derby grows into a strong 
excitement by the time the St. Leger has to be decided, The horses of 
the year have been tested, and drop into their proper positions, and 
there is generally a point to be decided on which popular opinion is 
divided and very nicely balanced. There ara, in the majority of 
instances, t:00 animals whose respective claims must be decided at Don- 
caster, The Two Thousand winner has been beaten in the Derby, and 
the Derby winner cutup badly in the Grand Prix, and Goodwood has upset 
the whole of the previous form, The Turf market gets into a stato of 
fog, and there is nothing for it but that the sun of the St. Leger should 
shine upon it and disperse the chaos, ‘This year will prove no less 
exciting than previous onea, for the claims of those two popular perform- 
General Peel and Blair Athol have to be settled. And, moreover, there 
4 re Pes ae out running of Ely and the great performance of Miner to 
y settled, ‘I'hese matters make the St. Leger of 1864 of the 
greatest possible interest, and the excitement on Doncaster town moor 
on Wednesday next, will be nothing short of terrific. We do not pur- 
pose in this column to enter upon the respective merits of the animals 
we have named, or those ikely to swell the fleld, for that branch of the 
subject will receive due attention at tho hands of the gentleman en- 
trusted with the task of guiding the movements of those who follow us 
on these important events.

It will be remembered that Lord Grascow 
gused Atpororr of disobeying orders in the race for the Derby, 
and assorted that, had the horse been kept back until within a few 
strides of homo, ho could have won at ease. It is certain that the 
horse was constantly in front, but the question is whether, after all, 
Aupcrort did not ride with more judgment than he has been given 
credit for, unl whether the censure of his employer was deserved, 
The reputation of the jockey is at stake, and only the performance of 
the General in the St. Leger can possibly sct the question of his con- 
duct in the Derby at rest, There is nothing for it but to awnit the 
issue veorpa Meanwhile we refer our readers to our ‘Lurf editor's 
opinions on the coming meeting. Our uniform success throughout the 
year argues well for our triumph on the momentous occasion, and we 
certainly await the issuo with confidence.

Tan longth of our remarks on the great coming events precludes 
tho possibility of any lengthened comments on the Warwick and 
Leicester running, which fortunately afforded little for remark.

We stated last. week that our choice would fall upon one of the two 
cracks, General Peel or Blair Athol, and we see no reason for desiring 
to depart from the decision we then arrived at, although there appears 
to be a growing feeling in the minds of many, in which we do not 
share, that a surprise is in store for us. We see no reason why among 
those that started for the Derby one should be found to reverse the 
running on that occasion unless it be by General Peel, and more parti- 
cularly now that Scottish Chief, the third in the Derby, is out of the 
race, This horse gave Knight of Snowdon a stone ond just beat him, 
and when we add to this stone the pounds beating that Scottish Chief 
got ftom Blair Athol and General Peel, and the subsequent performances 
of that horse, it places all behind them at an immeasurable distance, 
and if oneof thei was to win it would falsify public running beyond 
all precedent; we shall therefore abstain from any further discussion of 
their chances of obtaining the first place, Among the probable starters 
are several that did not run for the Derby, and these include Black Rock, 
Breeze, Beadle, Brindisi, Claremont, the Calista colt, Gondola, Miner,

‘The best bred dogs will 
be liable to flesh or spotted noses. 
This is no disgrace to a dog but. it 
is a disfigurement.

‘The neck should be 
moderato in length, thick, arched at 
the back, and plenty of loose wrinkled 
skin about the throat. ‘Che ribs should 
be well moulded, the chest wide, deep, 
and rounded, ‘he stern or tail should 
be inserted low down, with a decided 
down carriage, thick where it joins 
the body, long and thin and turned

If kept calmed 
down, und continually being noticed, 
and with his master, he becomes "one 
of the most docile, gentle, sagacious, 
and futhfyl dogs; but, if excited and 
encouraged to fight, and made savage, 
on the contrary he is a powertul, 
dangerous, and most determined 
animal, He igan excellent guard, and 
invaluable to cross with pointers, 
hounds, greyhounds, &c., to give them pluck and endurance. He is the 
boldest animul in creation, The game-cock is a courageous bird, but will 
only attack his own species, but there is nothing a good bull-dog will not 
attack when excited, and will give up only with life itself. It is peen- 
liarly an English animal, and one which all Englishmen ought to be 
proud of, He is an exce’l nt water dog.

GREAT SWIMMING MATCH FOR THE TWO-MILE 
best CHAMPION CUP. 
Tne race, at open competition, for the holdership of the splendid 
trophy originating with the London Swimming Club, took place 
on Monday evening last, at a distance of two miles, the start. being 
effected, as the tide turned in the evening, from a : boat moored oppo- 
site the Doves Inn, at Hammersmith, to the Aqueduct-bridge, Putney. 
The umpires were Messrs, J, Latey and H. Evans. ‘he referee was 
Mr, .A. Williamson. The following answered to their names 
when the roll, was called:—Gurr (London Club), having 
won the front place at the how; Regan (London Club), 
next in rotation; Peter Johnson, of Manchester; Pampblin (London 
Club); and F. Seymour (Serpentine Club), in following order. It may 
be necessary to state that the first open competition race instituted by 
the club was in 1862, when Mather proved victorious. The second 
tustle amongst the swimmers, sanctioned by the club, gave a result in 
favour of Mather over Garducr. This brought Mather against Beck- 
with, and the latter was victorious. Mather returned to the charge 
again on the succeeding occasion, and turned the tables upon Beckwith, 
as he made it twice out of thrice winning, as required by the projectors 
of the club, to constitute an entire holdership or right td the cup. Un- 
fortunately for Mather, he recently fell ill, declined to swim, and the 
conditions of the race then became open, according to the rule of the club, 
thus admitting, as ¢ompetitors, the ao rivals whom we have enumerated 
above.

Seymour was thus early nearly three lengths in. the rear, and Regan, 
with no hopes of eventual success, wisely determined to give up swira+ 
ming, and was taken up by hig friends, | When fairly past the Soap- 
works Gurr got in mid-stream, and again pressed ahead into his former 
leading position, Johnson and Pamphlin succeeding him as second and 
third. At the Crab T'ree, the order of going changed again, for John- 
son swam to the van, and seemed to struggle very persistently to 
maintain his advance guard, <A little further on, Gurr recovered his 
ride of place, Johnson. necessarily retiring. ta his old ‘oil

went ploughing on beautifully, and at a distance at a mile and a quarter 
fromthe commencement was two yards a-head, Thence it was an 
hollow affair, for Gurr with half. side land a half breast stroke -made 
dashing way along stream until he was full half«a-score yards to. the 
good, Johnson had purely a side stroke, but althongh no one could

Severn have far exceeded anything ever remembered. by the oldest 
inhabitant, taking the district from the mouth of the Wye to Tewkes- 
bury—viz., as far as the river extends. Above the tidal way, owing 
to the:low state of the river from the long drought, the fishings ‘have 


not been so good. Tho fishing in the tidal way is carried on. by means 


of fixed engines (putts and putchers), draught nets, and lave nets—. 


small nets used at the end of poles. “One occupier of putchers in the 
estuary took at one tide upwards of a ton weight of salmon in his 
being and a draught net fisher took upwards of 50 fish at one 
raught, weighing together between 5 and 6 cwt. So plentiful were 
the fish that recently the skilled. mechanics ‘at some tin’ works at 
Lydney, in Gloucestershire, all left their work to take to fishing with 
the lave net.. The quantity of fish inthe river, which ‘were 
prevented going upwards for want of a “fresh” in the Severn, 
raised quite a furore of excitement along the banks of the river, The 
price at the water's edge atone time was as low as 4d per Jb, but’ this 
low rate soon induced a number of agents to arrive from different parts 
of the country, some as far off as Liverpool, when the price rose to 7d. 
A railway runs‘on each side of the river between Gloucester and 
Bristol, namely, the South Wales on the one side, and the Midland on 
the: other, 40 that fish could be conveniently despatched to different 
rts. The quantity of Severn salmon brought into Gloucester alone 
or many days was two tons a-day.’ A good many fish have been de- 
stroyed by some deleterious substance from chemical works near 
Gloucester, which has been allowed to flow into the river. This and 
the extreme dryness of the season have deterred the fish from ascend- 
ing upwards, but there can be no doubt about the large increase of fish 
in the river this year, which may fairly be attributed to the Salmon 
Fisheries’ Act, to carry out the provisions of which an association, 
formed many years ago at Worcester, has been actively at work. 


Tue Trams Fisnery.—Tho following is from the reports of. the 
assistant river keepers of the Thames Angling Preservation Society 
for the week ending August 31st :—At Staines the sport has not beeh 
so good as last week, owing to the water getting bright again after the 
rain, On one day a gentleman from Egham took 20 aousit of roachand 
dace, and nine barbel, roach fishing. “At Laleham one angler caught 
16 dozen gudgeon and five fine ‘perch, attended by Samuel Harris. 
Johnson reports from Kingston that ho took in one evening, between, 
five and seven o'clock, 12 barbel and two bréam, James and 'Alex- 
ander Kemp, in two punts, at Teddington, ‘on the 25th, canght 801b of 
fish. Johnson got hold of a large cast net on Monday night last ; but 
the men were too fat eff {o awear to them,. Smith, who was with him, 
ran after one of them, but could not overtake him; they, however, 
searched for the net and found it. At Richmond Howard says ‘the 
sport has been the best he has known for years, especially with roach 
and dace.

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GREAT AQUATIC MATCHES ON THE TYNE. | 
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In the history of Tyneside boating the matches below recorded 
must take the precedent, both in point of importance and money 
contested for.

AT RACE BETWEEN GILLENDER A 
fee's WINSHIP cise 


Axtnovuen this match was only for the mean stake of £50, it was in 
point of fact second in importance to the famous champion contest 
decided on Monday last, and elsewhere chronicled, both authentically 
and detailed. It may be remembered that on the 16th day of May last 
these young rowers contested in skiffs for a similar stake, from the 
High tea Bridge to the Meadow House, when Gillender, who was 
the favourite at 6 to 4, won by only one length, It was the general 
opinion that the issue of the match was the result. of Winship's 
negligence and inferior knowledge of the proper course, and on this 
account, aswell, perhaps, as our substantially formed suggestion, a 
second match was completed four days afterwards, or, on the 20th of 
May, atthe Adelaide Hotel, Newgute-stroet, Nescastle, The aquaticsport- 
ing editor, s.r. Thomas L. Hall, of the Newcastle Daily Chronicle being 
stakeholder. £1 a side was there and then posted, £4 a side on the 4th 
of June, £6 a side on July 2, £5 a side on July 80, and the final £10 a 
side was in conformity with tho articles duly posted at Mr. William 
Blackey’s on Friday evening last. Neither of the men were present; 
the room, however, was crowded to excess by the opposition parties , 
and the interested public, The proceedings were strictly formal, and, 
beyond a little betting in favour of Winship, uninteresting and quiet. 
The £20 was immediately paid over to the stakeholder, and the com- 
pany, who evidently took a great interest in the proceedings attending 
the £200 depositing for the great. match, thronged®all parts of the 
spacious inn, while the exterior of the house was almost impassable, 
80 eager were the public to glean the latest information anent. the two 
events. Respecting the career of the men, age, and fi sion, James 
Gillender is little more than 20 years of age, and a brass finisher,. He is 
scarcely the height of his opponent, but of a build essentially. wirey 
and. powerful. Te August, 1863, he was fortunate. it winning the 

rize for youths under 20 years at the Tyno Regatta, his ‘only per- 
ormances since being against his present rival on thé date aforesaid, 
and the great race settled so decisively on Saturdaylast. Thomas 
Winship is brother to the celebrated i Winship, of the champion 
four-oared crews, age 21 years, and a waterman, he has done little as 
yet in aquatics, but the clean and scientific manner in whiclr he propels 
the skiff isa fair augury that he will attain prominence and fame in 
after years, The race according to agreement settled on the pre- 
vious evening, was. announced to take place at 5 o'clock pre- 
cisely, and many: hours before anything like. business. was at- 
tempted the continuous line of intending spectators was. alone 
sufficient to demonstrate that the monotony in aquatics had 
at length been brokeh, and acceptably broken, As» the time 
approached, the scene on the river and Rand was dazzling, if not 
something pertaining to the unreal; .The surface of the river, which 
was placid and calm, was dotted as far as the. optics could discern with 
small craft, which contained members of both sexes, anxious and ex- 
pectant, while the steamboats, eight in number, with their shamefully- 
crowded freights, reeling from side to side, added fresh grandeur to a 
scene truly picturesque and beautiful. On land, viewing from the 
river, every particle of vantage ground was occupied; on the south 
side the banks were clad with spectators, the old (now doomed to early 
demolition) and new bridges, Grindstone Quay on the north side—in 
short, every place where a view could be obtained was besieged; and 
when the rowers passed any particular spot. the crowd attempted 
to keep pace, and we should say, as a fair estimate, that not 
less than 10,000 persons were on a running excursion, even 
before the mile was reached, Punctual to the hour, Winship, who had 
embarked at the Skinner Burn, pulled easily and cautiously to the 
bridge, when Gillender followed suit, from the Mansion House a few 
seconds afterwards. ‘The steamboats now made a clear course, and 
after the scullers had taken up their positions, Winship on the north and 
Gillender on the south, voices were hushed, and watches ready, and 
everyone on the qué vive for the start, but it was soon evident: that the + 
public was not to witness the raco-as easily as expected. One false 
start after the other followed, until Gillender pulled alongside the 
referee's boat and objected that ho had been furnished with the wrong 
sculls; the oversight was, of course, a disagreable one, but could not 
be remedied in the moment, A party was rowed ashore and started off 
to Dunston, a journey of upwards of two miles, at the high part of the 
quay. Mr. Wallace, champion rower of the ‘T.A.R.0., undertook to 
convey the sculls to Gillender, and after a series of voxatious 
delays, during which the public were naturally noisy and clamorous, 
the opponents paddled under the second arch of the bridge} and after 
one hour's detention and a couple of no go's, a very fair start was 
effected. It required no better heralder than tho exeited appoarance of 
the public to denote that they were off, ‘2 to 1 Pll bet on Winship” 
reached our ear before the rowers came into sight, Winship pulling 
slightly to the north, Gillender keeping a right-a-head direct course. 
Before describing the race further we will just make a few comments 
on théir style of rowing. Winship is by far the prettier looking puller 
of the two, Ho has a good length stroke and a quick delivery, and at 
the start averaged as many as 33 and 84 strokes per minute. 
It may appear to some that this style of quick rowing is detri- 
mental for a long distance, we will acknowledge that if the man 
is hard pushed there is every likelitood of his fagging, not otherwise ; 
proof is a better argument than theory. Gillender’s style differs mate- 
rially, and does not average more than 80 strokes in the same time; he 
has a tolerable method of picking wp the boat, but he wonld perform | 
all the better by displaying more energy, this ia a fact he should look ' 
to. Nosooner had the race commenced than Winship took the lead, 
only by a few inches certainly, but before the Mansion-house was 
passed he was a quarter of a length first at least. Gillender evidently 
used all ho knew to keep on an equality, but the only perceptible re- 
ward was that he fell farther astern, and lost « faw feet_ more at the 
mill, ‘fhe race continued thus for a short distance, when Winship 
crept still more to the van, and, reaching Skinner Burn, Gillender 
was in the rear. by nearly one length, ‘The’ pace was still 
severe, but on account of his position Winship eased a’ little, 
and allowed his opponent to approach him, naturally the spectators 
mistaking the stratagem, thought it all up with the favourite.” This 
supposition, however, was soon refuted, as Winship quickly put on the 
steam, and passed the Grindstone Quay filteen yards first, The attend- 
ance of yisitors at this point was immense, The race literally now 
became no race at all; Gillender. spurted effectively at Sate at that 
was all. Winship maintained the Jead in spite of every obstacle as 
well as the commendable exertions of his rival, and increasing the lead 
in ratio with the distanioa, passed Harry Clasper’s boat-house upwards 
of three lengths cléar. The issue of the race was after this point never

SECOND RACE.—TUESDAY EVENING. 

To desoribo the excitement conscquent on the unexpected result of 
the frost match yesterday, would be a task certainly not within the 
amplitude of ordinary chroniclers te undertake. ‘The fact that two of 
the finest of English oarsmen—men of capacity, ability, and popularity 
were to meet in open combat to battle for the highest position rowers 
can attain, was alono eufficient to attract the 100,000 spectators who 
lined the shore. The whole three miles and a half, every place 
where the. slightest view could be had, was crowded. The multitude 
on land cheated and showed their disapprobation as occasion deserved, 
and the mass of watoer-excursivnists, mostly in favour of Chambers, 
were equally, if not more, noticeable. The champion's accident at tho 
Shot Tower, and Cooper's foul in the Annie, dismayed the public; out 
when the-referee’s steamer, the Prince of Wales, paddled swiftly up to 
the Suspension aoe being delayed in picking up the champion, and 
the official, Mr. William Oldham, made known that it was no race, it 
would be impossible to convey even a particle of the excitement and 
scene that followed. The spectators forgot everything but the second 
meeting, and as much as 8 to 1 was laid repeatedly that Cooper lost Fi 

Chambers himself offered, as soon aa taken on board the steamer, tolay 
to lon tho result, but Cooper's friends, usually so boastingon all occasions, 
preferred to remain mute, there was no response, andthe Champion 
after all the condemnation and calumny he has suffered, once again 
stood deflant and feared, What a despicable weakness it is to rail 
against a man, proclaim him to the world as nothing, and then to coil 
down and blame innocent matters after so gross a case of mistaken ex- 
cellence and equally palpable vanquishment; but .we will add nothing
